weight menthyl lactate, the men^l/menthyl lactate ratio lying in the range from about 1/3 to 
about 1/10, and being such that the odor of the menthol is barely perceptible, said composition 
not being irritating, in particular for the sensitive parts of the hviman body. 

2. (Amende^ A composition according to claim 1, [characterized in that the] said 
menthol/menthyl lactate ratio lies in the range from about 1/6 to about V4[, and is preferably 
about 1/5].
